7:55 pom. Gail Hoss (Framingham News) and Maureen Maguire (Worcester Telegram & 
Gazette) arrived. 


8:00 pom. Meeting with Dr. Charles E. O. Fraser representing the Village Society. 
He is on the Board of Directors. He discussed the Village Society's 
proposal for the raising of revenue to finance some of the activities 

of the Village Society and for maintenance of the Community House building through 

recycling paper which would be collected at the town dump. After discussion, the 

Selectmen informed Dr. Fraser that they are awaiting a report from the Solid Waste 

Disposal Committee. Recycling is an element in this process that the Selectmen 

have to consider and will be in a position to give a more comprehensive response on 

February 2. Selectmen's office is to arrange an appointment on that date with 

Dr. Fraser. If the report from the Solid Waste Committee has not arrived by 

February 2, another date will be set.

Discussion was re industrial park sub- 
division in a residential area in Fiddler's Green Subdivision = 

specifically, with regard to the connector road which has been proposed by the 

Planning Board to connect the terminal point of Tara Road with the proposed road 

called Bantry Road. The Selectmen have AGREED that such a connector road should 

be in a residential zone with a suitable barrier between it and the Industrial Park. 

It would appear that the best solution, and the one which the Planning Board will 

pursue, will be to rezone a portion of land now Industrial Park to Residential upon 

which the road will be built. In addition, the Selectmen discussed the proposed 
emergency entrance at the terminal point of Blackthorn Drive, and on the advice of 
the Town Counsel, it was AGREED that such emergency connection should not be shown 
on any plan but be a matter of agreement between the parties, namely, the Town and 
the industrial developer.

with responsibilities for general administration, 

budgetary procedures, public works, personnel, and planning. 


The elective ballot is reduced from fourteen to six boards 
and offices, and two regularly scheduled town meetings are 
provided for annually, one in April and one in October."

The Board of Selectmen held a Hearing in the Lower Town Hall with respect to a 
Petition of the New England Telephone Company relative to underground wiring 
installations by said company, on Route 85, including both Marlboro and Cordaville 
Roads, from 


Marlboro Road =- From the Marlboro=Southboro Town Line southerly on and 
along the easterly side of the traveled way to proposed manhole 75 which 
is at Framingham Road, thence south-westerly across the junction of 
Framingham Road and Marlboro Road thence on and along the westerly side 
of Marlboro Road to proposed manhole 82 which is at Main Street for 
approximately 8956 feet of conduit and 11 manholes. 


Cordaville Road = From proposed manhole 82 which is at Main Street 
southerly on and along the westerly side of the road to manhole 87 
which is opposite pole 172 and thence continuing to station 101 plus 
81 of M.D. P.W. Plat 5239 for approximately 4832 feet of conduit and 
5 manholes. 


Framingham Road - From proposed manhole 75 which is at Marlboro Road 
southeasterly on and along the easterly side of the road to pole 73 
for approximately 601 feet of conduit. 


Main Street - From proposed manhole 82 which is at Marlboro Road 
easterly on and along the northerly side of Main Street to pole 14 for 
approximately 247 feet of conduit.

Said Hearing was held in the Lower Town Hall due to the fact that a fairly large 
number of the Town's citizens, who had been notified of said Hearing, attended same, 
including Mr. Earl Smiddy of Fayville. 


Town Boards attending were: Board of Water Commissioners with Water Super- 
intendent,William G. Binder, Board of Cemetery Commissioners, Board of Selectmen 
and Messrs. ‘lesley N. Wallace and Fred Aldrich, Right-of-Way Agent and Engineer, 
respectively, of the New England Telephone Company. 


The first of two Hearings held on the Petitions of the above-named telephone 
company was with respect to the above-mentioned Marlboro and Cordaville Roads 
(Route 85). 


Chairman Dumont notified all present that notices of this Hearing were sent to all 
abutters on both sides of said roads. 


Mr. Wallace, Right-of-Way Agent for the telephone company, explained to all 

present that his company proposed to install underground conduit on said Marlboro 
and Cordaville Roads, that said underground conduit would start on the easterly 
side of Marlboro Road, at the Marlboro=Southboro line coming down to the junction 
of Marlboro Road and Framingham Road, on the easterly side, then crossing 
Framingham road to the westerly side of Marlboro Road and continuing in a southerly 
direction crossing under the Penn. Central Railroad bridge coming up again onto 
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Marlboro Road, still on the westerly side of same down to the traffic lights at 
the interesection of Routes 30 and 85 at the Southborough Library, then con-= 
tinuing across said Routes 30 and 85, still on the westerly side of Cordaville, 
in a southerly direction past Rural Cemetery. 


Mr. Wallace further explained that "many people have asked for underground 
services, which are expensive to the company,'’ that the work will be done 
according "to our Public ‘lorks Commissioner," and that "all precautions will 
be taken at all times with respect to safety barriers", etc. 


Representatives of the Telephone Company said the laying of the underground 
wiring of said company was discussed with the Highway Superintendent who is aware 
of and in favor of the locations of said wiring underground, as above-described. 


Mr. Thomas Kittredge, presently living on Parkerville Road, who owns property on 
Marlboro Road, westerly side, running in a northwesterly direction along said 

Penn. Central Railroad, commencing at said bridge, objected, strongly, to the 
above-mentioned installation, since Mr. Wallace stated that his company "would 

like to cross your (Kittredge's) property, coming up on other side of Fitzgeralds'." 
Water Superintendent, William Binder, questioned the telephone company repre- 
sentatives, asking how near they would be going to the town's water main. 

Mr. Aldrich stated that the conduit "would be incased in concrete somewhat 

shallower than the water depth - I see no great conflict." 


Mrs. Sumner Elton, presently living on Cordaville Road, questioned Mr. Aldrich 
about service. ''You will be serviced in the manner you are now," he said. "In 
order to fit the needs of Southborough for forty or fifty years, plans are under 
way for conduit underground," the telephone company representatives reported. 


Mr. Duval, also a resident of Cordaville Road, stated that it was his understanding 
that the telephone company wished to place the conduit under the sidewalk along 
Cordaville Road and further mentioning "two healthy elms." 


The Cordaville Road residents were informed that the telephone company would be 
installing the underground conduit under the sidewalk along said Cordaville 

Road and that same would be at a three-foot depth, that "top of concrete case is 
24" from top of ground." 


Mr. Aldrich stated that the sidewalk would be a much better one than is presently 
on Cordaville Road, and that "we have not had trees die on us." 


Mr. Harvey Bigelow, Cemetery Commissioner questioned as to what was to be done 
"by the wall at the Cemetery?" (Answer inaudible) 


Mr. Wallace reported, ''we have received ‘okay' from the Department of Public 
Works, at 403 Belmont Street" (Vorcester). 


Chairman Dumont reported that the Town intends to have a Chapter 90 job done on 
Cordaville road from the traffic blinkers to Route 9. 


Commissioner Bigelow stated, "I, as a Cemetery Commissioner would like to see 
it (underground wiring) on the other side (easterly) of the street (Cordaville Road)." 
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Mr. Iarl Smiddy of Turnpike Road, Fayville, stated, "the Highway Man has made a 
decision." 


Mr. Binder stated that he was of the opinion that one of the factors considered 
with respect to placing underground conduit on the Westerly side of the road, was 
due to the drainage's being on the easterly side of said Cordaville Road. 


Selectman Bartolini stated that the Board of Selectmen, at this time, has not all 
the facts, since the Highway Superintendent was not present at this meeting.

Developer of Partridge Hill Subdivision: Francisco Iglesias. 
Re; Partridge Hill Subdivison: 


Paul R. O'Connell: As far as the recommendations go which is due at the annual town 
meeting, to be made at that time and not at this time. I took a 
view with other members of the Board about two weeks ago about 

the streets of the sub-division. Basically, we found several things which we felt to 

be seriously in error with respect to the streets. We arranged for an interim meeting 

with your Board about a week ago. As a result of that meeting, it was agreed that 
representatives of your Board, Mr. McAuliffe was there, and our Board - there were 
several there - and Mr. Pessini - Mr. Iglesias was there and the developers were also 
there to view the streets to see what condition they were in and what might be done. 

I believe the individual items that myself and others of the Planning Board thought 

should be corrected were serious enough that they should be attended to were agreed 

on the part of the developer that they should be corrected. My impression is that his 

immediate concern, as far as the Planning Board is concerned, is not so much to get 

the street accepted as to get his covenant released. We have been deliberating and 
negotiating or working with him with respect to a bond. It was not appropriate from 
our point of view. We suggested some changes. Changes were to come back. We will 
present it to the Town Counsel for a legal point of view. I question whether the 
things which I think are agreed that have to be corrected in the subdivision could 
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physically be performed before the Special Town Meeting. I also wonder whether it 
isn't agreed between the various parties, including the developer and the various 

town boards, that wouldn't it be better for these roads to go through a winter. 
Finally, if that is the case, I wonder whether...to try to work out a bond whereas 

the covenant will be released. It might not be better for the developer if there is 
going to be a negative recommendation..-possibly consider withdrawing the consideration 
of the acceptance of these streets at the special town meeting and postponing it. 


Thomas Wolfe: As of 11:30 this morning, I checked out the street in question. Saw 
no evidence of any work being done. 


Peter Phaneuf: I think the primary consideration in looking at this problem, it has 
been the policy of the Planning Board for some years now to allow the streets to at 
least weather one winter to see what sort of derogatory affect might arise earn 
the frost period. I would say that we should continue this policy. 


Lawrence Kimball: I think Mr. O'Connell hinted but didn't emphasize that Mr. Pessini, 
the Highway Superintendent, was strongly in favor of...the half dozen or so major 
deficiencies - that we have cited (inaudible). 


Mrse Tucker: The deficiencies should be corrected. 
(interested citizen) 


Selectman Dumont: First, I think it is the practice of the Selectmen to read into 
the record the recommendations of the Highway Superintendent which we will do. 
Second: Mr. O'Connell, you said that the recommendation on this was not due until 
the annual town meeting? I am unclear as to what you mean by that. Is there some 
requirement that this recommendation not be made until the next town meeting? 


Paul O*Connell: I meant the Special town meeting. 


Chairman Bartolini: For the record, I will read into the Minutes the situation 
on Partridge Hill Subdivision as described by the Superintendent of Streets; 


"The situation still exists as it has existed the day the Board of 
Selectmen, the Highway Superintendent, the Planning Board, went down 
with the owners of the subdivision, Mr. Iglesias and his representative, 
and the recommendations that were made at that time have not been cor- 
rected.'! 


We don't know what the status is - whether it is contemplated being corrected 
between now and the special town meeting which has gone by the Board anyway. 
If there is nothing else to say with regard to the Partridge Hill Subdivision, 
I will close this Hearing. 


Mr. O'Connell: I am probably repeating myself but I would like to say first of 
all, that in dealing with this particular developer, that his relationship with 
the Planning Board has been as good as any that I have experienced in the couple 
of years that I have been on the Planning Board.

The reason: the owners of Wyndemere Drive did not furnish the 
Board of Selectmen with the proper information relative to presenting it to this 
Hearing and also to presenting it at the Town Meeting. Therefore, the Hearing on 
Wyndemere Drive has been withdrawn. 


Re: Pinecone Lane Hearing 


Mr. O'Connell: I believe about a year ago your Board had a Hearing, not a Hearing 
but a meeting with the developer, believe it was in your office, and the questions 
came upee.eAt that meeting it was agreed that the Planning Board, which had raised 
some of the questions I think, as to the condition of the road, would set up a 
meeting with the developer and meet with him and see what might be done. We had 
such a meeting with a large number of residents in attendance. I believe the 
Selectmen also had John Costedio [an engineer’|] go out and make a survey...of the 
elevation of the center line and the side line of the road in the areas which we 
questioned the nature of the construction. He did find that there were certain 
problems. Mr. Costedio recommended two possibilities -- one of raising the crown 
of the road in a particular area. The other of putting in a new drainage line. 
«ee Going into the town meeting, it was agreed by the Selectmen that a $500 bond 
would be accepted to prove the fact that work had not been done and the articles 
turned down. Since then, I understand that it was in the last three weeks or so, 
the crown work so-called, the first alternative, has been done by the developer. 
This same date that the Planning Board, the Selectmen and the Highway Department 
and others viewed Partridge Hill, the Board members and Mr. McAuliffe and Mr. 
Pessini and me aboard went with the Planning Board to the Kimberly Park Subdivision. 
They did bring out fire hose and tested this crown work to see if it was keeping 
the water in both gutters as it should rather than allowing it to pass to the inside 
gutter as it happened in the past. I believe, I was not present, the new crown 
seemed to work properly and I believe Mr. Pessini raised the question as to whether 
the end of this new crown work, which is about 50-foot section right across the 
road, is not to be cut into the pavement so that...the road but could be cut in. 

I believe Mr. Pessini is going to recommend or suggest to the developer that this 
be done. My impression is that one of the developer's agents agreed that they are 
doing work with respect to water deterrant, that this cutting - this requested 
work would be done. I don't know if that has been done. Assuming that that has 
been done, it is my impression that the crown work that has been done and has been 
stressed together with end work which will solidify the new crown work will put 
Pinecone Lane in a position whereby I think it would be right to accept. 


Mr. Jacobsen: I am a new resident and I don't know about water problems in the 
past, but my neighbors have burned my ear about it. One thing I have noticed 
right in front of my house...had erroded and been undermined by water. I happened 
to look at it...just collapse away...substantial work should be done inside be- 
cause I think the town will inherit a problem, just collapsing away. There is a 
great ditch across the street, you will notice there a depression...6 inches or 
something like that...where the drain comes under the street. 


Mr. Wolfe: We recommended that instead of putting in a grand curbing inlet...at 
11:30 this morning, I did take the Board out there and nothing, at that time, had 
been done. 
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Mrs. Diane Kizner: (26 Pinecone Lane)...the other corner of Pinecone Lane where 
water accumulates from the road and backs up onto private property = on my drive- 
waye Completely across the width of the driveway back and into the road 4% feet. 
That is quite an accumulation of water. I think...an inch below the drain at the 
bottom of the hill. Now the water that comes down the hill is no problem but I 
am lower than the house which is on my right. It comes from the one around the 
corner and accumulates in my driveway. 


Chairman Bartolini and others checked location of Mrs. Kizner's property on the 
plan. 


Mrs. Kizner (continued): Last year we were flooded on the property - at the foot 
of the property. The road has sunk...(Mrs. Kizner pointed out her property - on 
the corner.) The catch basin is at the bottom of my driveway. It is sort of 
between Lot... The water coming down the hill is no problem but it comes this way 
(pointing to plan) and accumulates and completely covers my driveway...last year 
during the thaw...I am only an inch lower than the basin. 


Mr. Kimball: Perhaps in midsummer we had a Planning Board meeting at which 

Mr. Dunnebier attended and which Mr. Dunmnebier took it upon himself to invite the 
residents of the neighborhood to attend. It seems to me that at that time when 
Mr. Kizner dropped in and presented this specific problem to Mr. Dunnebier so he 
could not be ignorant of that particular problem. 


Mr. O'Connell (Planning Board): I wonder if Mrs. Kizner could elborate on this 
water problem in that area because I hadn't seen it in the condition she just 
described. Also, I wonder if the Highway Superintendent has an observation with - 
respect to that catch basin. 


Mrs. Kizner; I don't think I could describe it any better than I did. I would say 
that at the bottom of my driveway, up on my driveway a foot and a half and into the 
road about 4% feet. We did have some flooding... 


Mr. Phaneuf: Mr. Hoss and myself went down there earlier this year and we surveyed 
the level of the terrain...Where the road was depressed approximately...below the 
highest...small area...1/4 or 1/2 inch lower than the basin. 


Mrs. Kizner: Some surveyors were doing work down there and I asked them how much 
lower I was and they said no more than an inch and that it was easily correctable 


to build up that part of my driveway. 


Mr. Phaneuf: It would require building up the bottom of your driveway, not your 
whole driveway? 


Mrs. Kizner: Oh, noe 


Mr. O'Connell: I just wondered if I would inquire of the Town Counsel's experience 
whether it is likely that an entrance to a driveway lies in the street right-of-way. 


Town Counsel, William F. Brewin: If the water comes from the street it is pro- 
tected by the street. 
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Mr. O'Connell: If the edge of the driveway lies within the right-of-way, the town 
would have the ability in effect to raise the bump at the edge of the driveway. 


Mr. Brewin: The edge of the driveway is part of the town way if accepted. 


Mre O'Connell: Is it fair to say that the water problem that you're speaking of 
would be corrected by raising the bump in your driveway? 


Mrs. Kizner: I don't know if the bump will...I don't really know because I am not 
technical but building from the driveway out into the street...either wayeeeprobably 
some of it...There is the problem of the road sinking in that area too. 


Chairman Bartolini: Where is the road sinking? 
Mrs. Kizner: Around the corner. Right in the middle of the road, more or less. 


Mr. Kimball: The problem of the road, per se, of the road sinking was not introdual 
last summer or whenever Mr. Dunnebier and the rest of us got together. That is a 
problem of a new and different dimension. 


Mrs. Kizner:; Yes, that is. Anyway, the problem is there as I described it. 


George Martinson, 29 Pinecone Lane: I would like to ask a question. I don't know 
whether it has been answered or note I came in late. My concern, as a resident 
down there, regardless of the...Dunnebier's responsibility, the problems of drain, 
etce, what is going to be the situation regarding the town's snowplowing of that 
road. Are we going to get town snowplowing on that road? 


Chairman Bartolini: If the street isn't accepted, you won't get plowed by the Town 
of Southborough. 


George Martinson: Why won't we get plowed? 


Chairman Bartolini: Because there is a by-law of the Town of Southborough that it © 
Says we can't go on private property = statute. It is set by statute - you cannot 
do it. Board of Selectmen had a warrant article to vote in plowing of private ways 
last year. It was voted down. It was on the ballot. It was voted down. 


George Martinson: What is our redress as residents down there if we go through 
another winter of waiting for the annual meeting, waiting for Dunnebier, and waiting 
for this. Are we going to have to do it ourselves? 

Chairman Bartolini: Dunnebier will have to plow you out as he agreed to do. 
ee 

Mr. Martinson: That is not acceptable. He used a bulldozer last year. If you 
accept it and fix these things afterward. The taxes we are paying down there, you 
can well afford to accept the street and to have the town pay to fix these spots 
that are bad down there. 


Chairman Bartolini: Come to the special town meeting and vote it in. 


A man: People will start to withhold taxes down there. 
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Mr. Martinson; ...it didn't go through last year for the same reason it won't go 
through this year. 


A man: It went through two winters. We are heading for a third. We hear everyone's 
concern about puddles on driveways, and this and that and the other thing. The 

point that was just made by this gentleman that the Town could go down there with 

one or two loads of hot-top and take care of every one of these problems and that 
would be the end of it, then we could get plowing and be normal like other areas in 
this Town. That is what we are paying taxes for. This would be a lot easier than 
meeting with the Board here tonight. 


Chairman Bartolini: Well, I can't help it. I don't make the law. The Board has 
to hold a Hearing. We have to hear this out. Now then, you go to the Special Town 
Meeting to put this in. If the other people of Southborough feel that they want to 
accept this street with the defects in it, that's what they will do. 


A man: I know, I know...but maybe they won't. 


Chairman Bartolini: Well this is it. This is the whole thing in a nutshell for the 
simple reason that it comes under subdivision control. These developers have to 

be made to do the work they prescribed to do in the subdivision. If it isn't done, 
the Town will not accept the street. 


A man: But what's happening here tonight, we are getting... 

Chairman Bartolini: Well, no, no, no, wait a minute (man still taking)! 
[everyone talking at once | 

Chairman Bartolini: I agree with you. 


A man: I would testify here I have a bigger problem than anyone, and I would never 
bring it in front of this Board, never complain on it. I don't think it is any- 
thing that...I'd like to have the street plowed. 


Chairman Bartolini: I don't blame youe I remember last year when we had the in- 
formal hearing with Dunnebier, and I think there were two property owners down 
there and he was willing to go in there, we got that concession out of him right 
here in the Hall, and there were two abutters who didn't want to sign releases. 
He gave up the whole project of fixing in the back of the yards. 


A man: But what is happening down there is a majority by far, is being penalized 
by a minority of two or three people who have little concern of this, that and the 
other thing. 


Chairman Bartolini: That's right. 
A man: At this point isn't there something that can be done by you people on the 


Board of Selectmen or by the Planning Board -- something so that we can get the 
street accepted so we can get it plowed? That's all we want, most of the residents. 
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Chairman Bartolini: That's all I can say to you, is you have to vote it in at a 
Special Town Meeting. Other than that, the Board of Selectmen is helpless to 
help you. We are bound by law not to do... 


A man: But what is the recommendation at the Town Meeting of the Planning Board... 
and this Board? 


[Several voices talking at once...inaudible. | 
Chairman Bartolini: I don't know. You heard the Chairman... 
Selectman Dumont: Haven't made any recommendations. We are trying to listen first. 


A Man: I recognize that. But if you listen long enough we will be back here again 
in three months, six months, eight months...if we have deep enough problems this 
winter. This thing can go on for the next ten years. You all know the kind of 
taxes we are paying down there and it gets me a little bit...If there is one little 
puddle there and that street isn't plowed...If there was a fire at three o'clock in 
the morning, there's enough kids on that street, if a fire eagine had to get down 
and that street wasn't plowed, because it's only plowed once a day, not ‘round the 
clock, there is going to be a death on the street due to the seriousness of a fire, 
and I think that ought to be taken into consideration. 


Selectman McAuliffe: I spent a considerable amount of time down in that area in the 
past year and a half, after having been there Sunday, and after putting the water 

hose on that road. It is my personal opinion that that road is 99% acceptable, and 
there is no reason in the world why that road shouldn't be accepted at a town meeting-- 
the Special Town Meeting. Ninety-nine per cent of the problems down there have been 
corrected. People come to the Special Town Meeting. We let them speak. I can see 

no reason why that road should not be accepted. 


[Both Mr. O'Connell and Mr. Dunnebier spoke at this time. Words were inaudible due 
to maps rattling and several people talking at the same time. | 


New resident at 

Kimberly Park: I'1l probably vote for the acceptance of the street, etc. I just 
thought it was an obligation to bring it to your attention the fact [ something about 
the undermining of the road]|...I'm sure we have a County Engineer. He could take a 
look at it and recognize the problems... 


Chairman Bartolini: To bring you up-to-date, you see what's been happening down 
there, the man put in a subdivision down there, tried to put it through a Town 
Meeting and it was turned down for the simple reason the problems that were pointed 
out here tonight. This just didn't come up this week. This has been going on for 
two years, and there is no reason in the world why Dunnebier Construction can't Zo 
down there and fix those defects. I don't see why the Town of Southborough, I don't 
care whoever said it was a load of hot-top, I don't know whether he is a builder or 
what he is, would amount to any more than that. As this gentleman pointed out the 
catch basin is collapsing and from what I hear, here tonight, he just hot-topped the 
top. The barrel of the catch basin is undoubtedly still cracked. Now you're worried 
about your kids. That's just hot-top on the top. Suppose as the trucks go by, the 
oil trucks, vending trucks, that thing collapses and one of your kids go in there. 


A Man; Who inspected this in the first place? 
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Chairman Bartolini: When it was inspected. Now tonight you said it was being 
plowed with a bulldozer. I have no knowledge of that. 


A Man; We told you that at the Town Meeting a year ago...the same problem. If 
the street wasn't being plowed more properly and a fire engine had to get down 
there at 2 or 3 o'clock in the morning When the other street was accepted it 
was plowed the very next morning because it snowed that night...Well, who in- 
Spected the catch basin originally? 


Chairman Bartolini: Originally the catch basin was inspected by the Highway 
Department. It was not put up properly...A catch basin can only be put up one 
Way, in tact. It only comes apart when something is driven over it or pushed 
over it -- a heavy piece of equipment. Now the inspector, I am sure, was not 
there and saw that thing collapse. Do you see my point? 


Voice: Do you allow a bulldozer on any town street? 
Chairman Bartolini; No. That isn't a town street. 

Voice: Maplecrest, a bulldozer goes down there all the time. 
Chairman Bartolini: Have no knowledge of it. 


Voice: Now we're coming back to the same thing, that you people don't know the 
knowledge. If this catch basin is falling, it would make it plain that whoever 
went down to inspect the street, it should have been noted to them this thing 
has been filled in with cement. A guy that lived in his house put a bridge 
drain through the back of the catch basin and undermined it. That is why there 
is a problem. That's what they were going to fix. etc., etc., etc. 


Selectman McAuliffe: I said I would recommend it (the acceptance of the street). 
I am not speaking for my two colleagues. 


Another man: What possibility is there of working out some sort of compromise 
to snowplow for this year?...I don't see why we can't have the town plow it... 


Selectman Dumont: That is not so. We don't plow any private roads in this 
town. The Selectmen have tried to be reasonable and rational. We asked people 
to circulate a petition to put something on the ballot for this question to 
come before the voters of the town which is the way decisions are made in a 
democracy and the decision was made once. That's the only way, as far as we 
are concerned, that we can assume reaponsibility for plowing private ways -- 
that the townspeople vote it on the ballot. That, we have already had an 
opportunity to do and it was turned down. As far as I am concerned it will go 
on the ballot again in March and it should be voted on again...Do you know how 
many other reasonable people are waiting to reach a conclusion about other 
Streets besides yours? This Board of Selectmen felt that the right way to go 
about it that was to put that on the ballot and that is where it went - and 
that is where it will go again. The problem of the acceptance of Pinecone Lane 
is a separate question. Let's try to deal with that. It may well be accepted. 
We have not negotiated privately with anyone to plow private ways and if there 
is anyone in this town who knows a private way that's being plowed by town 
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trucks regularly, I want them to tell me right now and I will have it stopped. 


Paul O'Connell: Without unduly drawing out your Hearing, I think for information 
purposes, it might be worthwhile to answer the question. The developer came in 
and initially presented this plan to the Planning Board. eeeapproval and 
covenan t was given and amongst the many terms of that covenant was an agreement 
on the developer's part to see that he would finish these ways on or before Sep- 
tember 14, 1972. Since that time , certain lots have been related and the 

streets in front of those lots have been...by various bonds. The Town of South- 
borough, I believe, would probably not be in a position to take advantage of these 
bonds until the obligations of this covenant were breached, i.e. the streets, or 
the ways, within the subdivision were not completed prior to September 14, 1972. 
This is all set forth in a recorded instrument in the Registry of Deeds for four 
or five years and if that was too long a time period for us, and we all feel that 
way now, nevertheless, it was something we agreed to in the past. At some point, 
if these ways were not properly completed, I believe, funds will be available so 
that we can go and do such work so it can be completed and get reimbursed. We 
have not reached that date yet. It is the ability of your Board or our Board to 
exert so-called pressure. I don't believe it is really available. We have met 
three, four or five times with Mr. Dunnebier including that meeting with myself... 
and a number of these people in January and we did not have great success in 
finding out when this work would be done. ...the crown work would be done, and 

it has been done, that it wasn't done but at this point, I understand that this 
crown work has been done. This was a major problem presented at the time. I 
also understand that the Highway Superintendent has again recommended certain work 
be done at the beginning of the end of this patch work. If that is done, that 
€SSentially brings us down to this other question of basically this catch basin 
at the opposite end. The Planning Board will attempt in the intervening time 
period that we have until the town meeting to make its judgment as to whether 
there is a serious problem here. Also I wonder if perhaps your Board and the 
Highway Superintendent have not made a specific recommendation of that area, 

could be asked to make a recommendation. 


Aman; If this whole thing turns out the way...and the contractor has to plow 
us out, can you people set specifications whereby he has to plow that street 
by--regular truck and not a jeep - a plow in front of a truck - so that the 
street will be plowed properly? 


Chairman Bartolini: Unfortunately, we don't. It is all said in the covenant 

and most of it says that he will plow them out at a reasonable time - in a 24-hour 
period. That doesn't help anybody going to work at 7 aem. and has to be in 
Burlington. We know that. The Chairman of the Planning Board was just talking to 
our Board about this a week ago and revamping our rules. If this continues, I 
first was a little hesitant in agreeing with them, but I think we had better 
reconsider all these subdivisions and not make any releases until all the houses 
are up and all the roads are in. I know how you people feel because I have been 
through it on practically every subdivision in the Town of Southborough. The 
developers don't follow through on plowing and sanding. There's corrective work 
on the road. You finally get so many people upset about it you accept a road 

that isn't right and it goes right back to the taxpayer. [It isn't fair. It 
should be reconsidered. Maybe we have got to revamp all our laws. These guys 
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want to build in Southborough. Let them build the way we want or let them build 
someplace else. 


The Highway Superintendent said this morning about Pinecone Lane: "Everything 
is ready but the hot-top which is being done this afternoon around the basin." 
That was this morning. We have no way of knowing what they did this afternoon. 
But there is an effort being made down there to correct it. 


A Man: It seems to me that one of the reasons that the street was rejected last 
year - the street was up for acceptance = it was not made abundantly clear that 
the $500 security was for a 50-foot strip - I think many people got the mistaken 
impression that there was $500 security to resurface the whole street. It was 
not made perfectly clear at the town meeting, because as a consequence they re- 
jected it. JI think that any security is put up for...it should certainly be 
stressed at this time what exactly... 


Chairman Bartolini: Two owners down there that got up have since left the 
neighborhood...opposed the acceptance of the street. In fact I left the stage 
for the benefit of the Board because they voted against it. You know how we 
acted to get it reconsidered and they wouldn't do it. There are many avenues 
you people can take. Sometimes we get shot down trying to help you. 


New resident on 

Pinecone Lane; We just moved in this June and haven't seen a winter but we have 
seen all the water that has accumulated. I would be interested in finding out 
what the town responsibility will be presuming that the street is significantly 
close to acceptance, that it can be accepted at this time, if through the winter 
the street sinks another inch next to Mrs. Kizner's driveway or on my side of the 
Street or if the water does eventually get across the whole crown of the road 
because the center of the road sinks because of the bulldozer going up and down 
plowing the street this winter or moving the dirt from some of the houses which 
aren't completed. If this should come to pass, and the street would be in a some- 
what deteriorated condition, what sort of deterioration does it have to come to in 
order for the town to do something about it. 


Chairman Bartolini; You mean after it is accepted? 


New resident: Yes. 


Chairman Bartolini: After that street is accepted, if he runs the bulldozer on 
it, he is going to go to jail. 


New resident: Presuming that Acts of God are responsible... 


Selectman Dumont: At what point do we respond to a request to repair the street? 


New resident: Right! 


Selectman Dumont: That depends on a lot of different factors, including how big 
the job is, what kind of a problem it is, whether it requires repaving, or ripping 
out a road, or a whole number of things. If it is basically a small problem, we 
try to respond as quickly as possible. That is about all we can Saye 
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New resident:: We obviously have a lot to lose by not having it accepted. A lot 
of people have a lot to lose. Where the balance is as to where the point of 
diminishing return for quibbling is and where we have a valid objection right now 
is rather uncertain because we don't know how bad the street is going to get or 
how bad it is going to have to get for you to fix it after it is once accepted. I 
think that point should be brought out clearly if we are to make valid judgment 
as to whether those of us who have a problem we are concerned about to make a 
valid judgment on this whole thing...the street is half glazed over with glare 
ice and what if my boy breaks his arm when he walks to the bus, then I am going 
to be concerned. 


Question: Who owns the street? 

Chairman Bartolini: Dunnebier. 

A Man: If it's not accepted, you're not going to get anything...ever... 
[Noise and several voices talking at once. | 

A Man: We're getting nothing for it... 


Mrs. Ryder: Are you going to be in touch with Mr. Dunnebier before the Town 
Meeting? 


Chairman Bartolini: Tomorrow morning. 
Mrs. Ryder: ...| inaudible | 


Chairman Bartolini: That's another problem, Mrs. Ryder. We're working a problem 
out with the Town Counsel. You see, after we accept the street, we're trying to 
work out and see if a guy can put up a bond after we accept it but after we 
accept it as a public-way, it is ours. 


Mrs. Ryder: ...eif it isn't fixed? 

Selectman Dumont: If that possibility...allow us to go before the Town Meeting and 
recommend exceptions on those conditions, I would definitely be in favor of doing 
that again. Mr. Kimball said to make it as clear as we possibly can what it's for, 
etce, so that we run the risk... 


Mrs. Ryder: [very difficult to hear Mrs. Ryder] said something about $500 bond... 


Selectman Dumont: It didn't help the matter when the two residents ‘stood up and 
opposed the thing in the first place. 


Mrs. Ryder: If he had put up more money... 

Selectman Dumont: The money isn't any good unless we can put our hands on it. 
Mr. O'Connell: Members of the Planning Board, Mr. McAuliffe, Mr. Pessini went 
down Sunday to inspect it, Maplecrest Extension and that revealed several cases 


broken...more importantly, a very ragged final coating of hot-top on that street, 
jagged seams, improper seaming, three or four separate crowns...Mr. Pessini will 
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then agree with the group that inspected it, the berms should be fixed and also a 
new service coat should be put on... 


Chairman Bartolini: In regard to this, Mr. Pessini, Highway Superintendent, 
wrote, "I don't believe that this will be ready for acceptance this year including 
another cover of top.'' Any other questions? 


Mr. Bakal: Last December I had a drainage problem on my property that was my 
objection at the last Hearing. B ut as far as I am concerned, this road is in 
good if not better than the accepted portion. I think it is rather weird that a 
year later it is determined that an additional surface coat is required. 


A Man: Several of us inspected this street and one thing that caught our attention 
then was the shoddy way that the street was widely circled and this is exactly one 
of the reasons that we would see these streets go through a winter because when 

you have a situation of a poor job on the top like that, it becomes very much 

more apparent when it's gone through a winter with frost, etc...The Highway Super- 
intendent would like this resurfaced before the Town Meeting. 


Chairman Bartolini: We will conclude the Hearing now and thank everyone for 
coming and expressing their views.
